Dr. Clinc's Speech 


Dr. Cline's address was as follows: 
"For the first 70 years of its his- 


tory the United States had a favor- 
able trade balance. We bought, more 
goods abroad than we sold. From 
177(1 to 
18fi4 it was hard to keep 


money in the United States. Foreign 
traders took liens on properly in the 
United States for 
goods 
they 
had 


sold us. 


"In 1816'the tide turned. America 


began selling more goods abroad than 
il bought. For the next 70 years we 
were a creditor nation. From 184G to 
19H thy difference between our ex- 
ports and imports steadily increased, 
in our favor. 


"In HIM the World war broke out. 


Prices .shot sky-high, not only for 
American goods abroad, but here ul 
home as well. 


"In 1918, ul Ihe close of the war. 


America's export trade jumped phe- 
nomenally, for Europe was absolutely 
depleted. The United States became 
the greatest creditor nation the world 
had ever known. 


"The figures are gigantic. In the 


decade from 1915 to 1925 our exports 
surpassed our imports by 20 billion 
dollars. Da you know how much 
money 20 billion dollars is? 1 don't. 
But I know this— 


"This banquet room would hold all 


the monetary gold that there is in 
the world. It amounts to about 11 
billion dollars— and the United Slates 
has 4 billion 7 hundred million of it. 


During the war we loaned the Allies, 


between 
10 and 11 billion dollars. 


which, with interest, now amounts to 
22 billions. And si/iee the war we 
have ivested from 15 to 20 billion dot.

"WASHINGTON— Government ex- 
"perts have been reassuring the 
country that the Nicaraguan earth- 
quake should and would have no 
effect on the project for a Nicara- 
guan canal, but what may retard it 
is the fact that the old atory about 
the Panama Canal becoming .out- 
grown; has been effectively knocked 
In the head. 


Argument for a second canal from 


the Atlantic to the Pacific Is now 
based almost entirely on the argu- 
ments that a Nicavaguair canal 
•would provide faster transit for 
ships plying from Gulf^ovts or the 
east coa.st to the west coast and that- 
lit •w$ild have a distinct military 


. 


'• Thfr'"contention that it would be 
much better in time of war to have 
two canals in cas-e one were blocked 
up or. destroyed is met with tile as- 
sertion that our military and naval 
forces in the Caribbean would have 
to be divided to protect two and that 
if one canal could be blown up or 
something, so, presumably, could 
the other. 


Would Save Time 


Nevertheless, although the fact 


apparently was- given no decisive 
•weight when the Panama route was 
selected originally, it is estimated 
that vessels sailing from one Ameri- 
can coast to the other would save an 
average of two days despite the fact 
that transit through the Nicaraguan 
canal would take .24 hours to the 
Panama Canal's eight. And that 
fact Is likely to have more effect on 
Congress than the military argu- 
ment, o 


Meanwhile, at -the end of this 


fiscal year the Panama Canal prob- 
ably will have been used by fewer 
ships than In any year since 1926- 
27. Some 6475 ships passed through 
in that year, 6456 in 1928, 6413 in 
1929 and 6185 in 1930. The first 
eight months of th.e fiscal year 1931 
howed 3S09 ships passed through as 
compared with 4224 for the first 
eight months of fiscal 1930. If the 
present year goes on at the rate 


thus far its total will be about 5715 
ships. 


Fewer Ships Use Cnnal 


That will mean that the number 


of, ships using the canal has de- 
creased for three, successive years— 
although not with « proportional de- 
crease In tonnage or tolls — but it Is. 
pointed out that the recent drop has ,\ 
been partly due to the general de- 
pression.

'It has been estimated officially 


that with the growth of canal traf- 
fic — figuring In Increases of bupi- 
ijess, population growth In South 
America, steamship line expansion 
and so on— the capacity of the Pan- 
ama ditch would be reached about 
1960. At the same time it has al- 
ways been ''known that installation 
of a third set of locks at a cost of 
about $100,000,000 would double the 
present capacity and to all intents 
and purposes give the Panama 
Canal capacity big enough for all 
time. 


Sooner or later Congress will be 


found debating the question, wheth- 
er it is best to build the third set 
of locks or a new canal to cost be-

Work on the new locks would 


have to -begin about 10 years be- 
fore they were actually in opera- 
tion and the Nicaraguan canal 
probably could be built in no 
shorter time. Construction of the 
third set of locks has been en* 
visaged all along; there's a rock 
foundation for them in case they 
are built. 


The Interoceanic Canal Board of

Disease of Willow Trees 


Threatens Cricket Bats 


LONDON.—(U.R)—A ruinous deple- 


tion of cricket bats, weapons of Brit- 
ain's premier summer sport, is threat- 
ened as the result of the spread of 
disease in willow trees. 


This disease, known as the water- 


mark disease, is characterized by a 
discoloration of the inside stems. The 
first symptoms appear in the tops of 
ihe trees, then the foliage withers, the 
bacteria descend into the trunk and 
destroy it and the trees perish. 


So widespread has the disease be- 


come in the principal willow growing 
jreas in England that planters are cut- 
ting down trees immediately they are 
attacked. The main willow country 
stretches ftvim 
the Lea Valley in 


Hertfordshire, along the banks of the 
River Gipping and the River Orwell 
in Suffolk, and from Chelmsford to 
theNorth Sea. 


Heavy financial losses are being 


suffered by planters and bat manu- 
facturers, for many thousands of bats 
jre used every summer both in Brit- 
ain and abroad. The willow is among 
•he most valuable trees grown, each 
being worth from $50 to $75. 


Although officials of the Forestry 


Commission have known of the dis- 
ease for about twenty years mycolo- 
gists confess that they do not know 
how it is contracted. There is no evi- 
dence to show that the bacteria per- 
meate the soil or that they are carried 
by the wind or birds.

The other nations 
could trade with each other, but they 
could not buy from the United States. 


"They can't pay us in gold, and we 


won't take their goods in trade—our 
tariff laws show that. 


The Russian Threat 


'Other factors contribute to the seri- 


ousness of the'situation which war 
debts and the high tariff have helped 
to create—notably Russia. You can 
refute the Russian argument, but you 
can't-deny Russia is a fact Its cotton 
and its wheat are facts,—unpleasant 
facts when thrown upon the markets 
of the world. 
"For the world never inquiries about 


the morals or politics of cotton and 
wheat. If they are a little cheaper, 
the world will buy them, regardless 
who the producer is. 


"Russia used to buy 600,000 bales of 


cotton from the United States. Last 
year it bought none, and it sold 100,- 
000 bales in the world market in 
competition with American cotton. 


"Last year, Great Britain bought 


2,000,000 bales less from the United 
States than formerly. 
"Last year our cotton exports were 


30 per cent less, although '.he price 
was only one-half of the year pre- 


vious. 
"Last year our wheat exports were 


off 25 per cent. 
"If you'll solve the problem of find- 
ing a market I'll solve for you every 
other economic ill that troubles us. 


"The only solution for the present 


business depression is a policy that 
will go after markets for American 
goods. 


"Last year we lost 25 per cent of 


our entire foreign market—some of it 
going to Russia. 


Argentina Withdraws 


"In 1928 the Republic of Argentina 


bought $176,000,000 worth of goods in 
the United States. Argentina was also 
shipping wheat to the Pacific North- 
west. A new American tariff knock- 
ed that out. The United States clos- 
ed out about 2,000,000 bushels of for- 
eign wheat, but last year the pur- 
chases of Argentina in the United 
States dropped one half. 


"The United States used to sell 


abroad 500 million dollars worth of 
automobiles every year. But last year 
our automobile export business drop- 
ped one-half. 
"Other nations have emulated our 


high-tariff policies. In Italy the Mus- 
solini government has put a tariff of 
?800 on a Ford car, and a tariff of 


$1.02 on a bushel of wheat. 


"Already the reaction has set in 


among our own people. 


"Last year the"American automobile 


manufacturers petitioned congress to 
establish free-trade in autos. 


"But the eventual outcome depends 


on the opinion of all of us—and it is 
with the hope that this address may 
assist you to form some opinion in the
